ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1939. 


{‘HE Committee of Management present herewith the 
119th Annual Report of the Society. 


The first half of the year was marked by that steady 
progress which is the only alternative to retrogression. 
Sailors came for treatment in one or other of the Society’s 
six Hospitals from ports all round the coasts of the United 
Kingdom, sailors of every race, creed and nationality 
suffering from injury or illness contracted in tropical no less 
than in temperate quarters of the globe. 


Statistical proof became available to show that the 
Fracture Clinic and Rehabilitation Centre had achieved a 
reduction in the period of total disability to a degree at 
least as great as had been hoped for, to the advantage alike 
of the injured man and his employer. Upon the publication 
' in August of its Final Report it was seen that almost every 
recommendation of the Inter-departmental Committee on 
the Rehabilitation of Persons Injured by Accidents had 
already been put into practice at the new Albert Dock 
Hospital. 

The sailors now in the Society’s Hospitals are those 
who have been injured directly by the enemy’s mines, 
torpedoes or bombs, or whose health has been impaired 
by the great hardships of their ceaseless vigil while 
maintaining the seaborne trade of the nation. The 
Society’s work in War is therefore identified with the 
relief of distress among sailors whose gallantry on 
active service is the admiration of the British Empire, 
of our Allies and of all friendly Nations. 


i) 


On the outbreak of War three of our Hospitals were 
called upon to play their part as Casualty Clearing Hospitals 
in the Minister of Health’s Emergency Hospital Service, which 
had been designed to meet the needs of air raid casualties, 
and consequently a considerable number of beds have remained 
reserved by the Minister for this purpose. Nevertheless, no 
seriously sick, injured or wounded officer or man of the 
British Merchant Navy, or from vessels of allied or 
friendly countries, has been denied the treatment he 
requires. At the end of the year the number of In-Patient 
beds available, other than those reserved by the Minister of 
Health was as follows :— 


Dreadnought Hospital, Greenwich i» 100: beds. 
Albert Dock Hospital, Custom House, E.16 30 beds. 
Tilbury Dock Seamen’s Hospital 24. 32 beds: 


Angas Convalescent Home, Cudham, Kent 36 beds. 
King George’s Sanatorium for Sailors, —

The Angas Convalescent Home has been equipped and 
staffed as a Recovery Hospital to which sailors are 
transferred from the other establishments while still requiring 
active treatment, that is to say, at a stage earlier than that 
of mere convalescence. King George’s Sanatorium for Sailors, 
at the request of the Admiralty and the Ministry of Health, 
is now receiving Royal Navy Ratings suffering from tubercle. 


The eight-storied building of the Hospital for Tropical 
Diseases was deemed by the Director-General of the Emergency 
Hospital Service to be unsuitable for the retention of 
In-Patients in the event of enemy attack from the air and 
was therefore evacuated and closed according to instructions 
as soon as the emergency was declared. Arrangements. 
have, however, been made to give In-Patient treatment to a 
very limited number of tropical cases in the Officers’ Wards 
of the Dreadnought Hospital, where they will be under the 
care of specialist physicians. A Consultative Out-Patient 
Clinic is being held twice a week at the Hospital for Tropical 
Diseases, 25, Gordon Street, W.C.1. It has also been possible 
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to continue the active liaison between the Society and the 
London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine. 


The maintenance of the Society’s Hospitals for 
Sailors is dependent upon the voluntary Sifts of a 
generous public. Although the Government is contributing 
a part of the cost of maintaining those beds which are 
reserved for civilian air raid casualties, and also towards 
the cost of looking after seamen wounded by direct enemy 
action,. no State: aid “is. being Geceived’ for ‘sailors, ofthe 
Merchant Navy who fall sick or are injured as the result of the 
extreme hardships and exposure they are enduring at sea in 
war time. 


Even in war time landsmen’s hospitals derive a 
considerable proportion of their annual income from the 
contributions of patients themselves for services rendered. 
The sailors who come into the care of the Seamen’s Hospital 
Society, for the most part paid off from their ships, do not 
possess the resources from which to make such contributions, 
and it is for this very reason that, under its Act of Parlia- 
ment, the Society is charged with ‘‘ the charitable relief 
of sick and distressed seamen.’’ At the close of the 
year the Society's cash debit balance at the Bank was no less 
than £37,000, and a glance at the audited accounts will show 
why the Committee view the financial position with the 
gravest anxiety. The price of drugs and other commodities 
essential to the welfare of sick men has already increased. 
Several sources of regular income have diminished, notably 
the amount received from collections made for Marine 
Charities on board passenger liners. 


Yet the Committee cannot believe that the needs of 
sick and injured sailors will be ignored at this time 
when these brave men are facing such great hardship 
and danger in the service of us all. 


Mr. J. C. Nairne, who has been a member of the 
Committee of Management for more than twenty-five years, 
has been appointed Joint Honorary Treasurer, and has taken 
up war time duty in residence at the Dreadnought Hospital.

The Committee of Management have suffered an 
irreparable loss by the death of the Right Hon. Granville 
George Leveson Gower, Third Earl Granville. For a 
considerable period after he joined the Committee in 1912, 
Lord Granville’s service in the Diplomatic Corps kept him in 
high office abroad, but on his retirement in 1933, he brought 
to the affairs of the Society the great benefit of his wise 
counsel and personal prestige. On the rare occasions when 
he was absent from meetings, the Committee missed that 
ripeness of judgment to which he added a charm of 
personality which was so particularly his own. 

In his place his brother, Vice-Admiral the Right Hon. 
Earl Granville, C.B., D.S.O., has been elected a member of 
the Committee. 


After being a member for thirty years, Mr. Edgar 
Lydekker resigned his seat on the Committee owing to ill-health, 
and the Board learned with deep regret of his death on the 
2nd January, 1940. He has been succeeded by his nephew, 
Captain Guy Lydekker, O.B.E., D.S.C., R.N., who is the 
great-great-nephew of John Lydekker, the Society’s greatest 
benefactor in 1831; the window in the Chapel of the 
Dreadnought Hospital and the tablet in Lloyds were erected 
to his memory. 


At the Quarterly Court of Governors held in April, 
Mr. W. C. Warwick, a member of the Port of London 
Authority and Managing Director of Messrs. Houlder Bros. & 
Co., Ltd., was elected a member of the Committee of 
Management. Sir Frederick Young and Mr. A. Binns, 
M.Inst.C.E., M.I.Mech.E., have also been elected members. 


Dorme the year, Mr, m. HH ineed, Chairman of the 
Seamen’s Hospital Aid Committee, has been elected an 
Honorary Life Governor. 

The Committee desire to express their deep gratitude for 
the grants received from King George’s Fund for Sailors, King 
Edward’s Hospital Fund for London, The Metropolitan Hospital 
Sunday Fund, The Royal Seamen’s Pension Fund, The National 
Union of Seamen; also to the Hospital Saving Association 
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and the Hospital Saturday Fund. Much kind and valuable 
help continues to be given by the Seamen’s Hospital Aid 
Committee, the Tilbury Hospital Committees, the Dreadnought 
Ladies’ Remembrance League, the Sanatorium Needlework 
Guild and the Tilbury Hospital Ladies’ Linen League. 


On behalf of the sailors of all nations, creeds and races 
who have received treatment in the Society’s six Hospitals, 
the Committee express their heartfelt thanks to the members 
of the Honorary Medical and Surgical Staffs, to the Matrons, 
Sisters and Nurses, and to the Chaplains and the Clergy of 
other Churches who minister to patients in the wards.

T the close of the Napoleonic wars, there were to be 
found in the streets of London many mariners who 
had taken part in the struggle and who were left friendless, 
homeless and without work. Illness and disease afflicted a 
large number of them and there was no provision for the 
alleviation of their sufferings. In 1818 a small band of 
philanthropists, among whom were Wiliam Wilberforce and 
Zachary Macaulay, realising the responsibility of the nation 
towards these men who had served her well, conceived the 
plan of establishing a hospital for their succour. 


The minutes of the first Committee Meeting include the 
following observations :— 


“Sailors in general are bred up to their occupation from early 
youth and retain few of the habits of persons employed on shore. 
Their great failing, and principal occasion of all their misfortunes, 
is an almost total absence of foresight and of consideration for 
the morrow. They appear to have no conception of the possible 
approach of misery until it is too late to escape it and when at 
length they become subject to its visitation, they are appalled 
and sink beneath its weight. If informed of, or directed to 
Hospitals, Asylums or other places of relief ashore, which do not 
bear the name “ Seamen’s,”’ they are unwilling to approach them 
and will submit to be driven to such receptacles only by extreme 
misery. It is well known to every person acquainted with the 
habits of these peculiar beings that they will at any time prefer 
to remain on board their ships, even on approaching death, 
rather than consent to be taken to a hospital on shore, although 
with a prospect of returning health.’ 


On the 8th March, 1821, the first meeting of the Committee 
of Management of the Seamen’s Hospital took place in the 
“City of London Tavern”: this date is now kept as 
‘Founders’ Day.’ An old man-of-war, the ““Grampus”’ had been 
obtained on loan from the Admiralty and, with charitable funds 
collected by the Committee, transformed into a HOSPITAL 
SHIP, and moored in the Thames off Greenwich, that being 
the most central and eligible situation. 


The lower decks of the ship were formed into wards and 
her top deck fitted with canvas shelters for convalescent 
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patients. A Captain Superintendent was placed in command 
and a Chaplain made daily visits. The first Chaplain had the 
somewhat infelicitous name of the Rev. David Jones ! 


The general policy governing the admission of patients 
has remained the same throughout the whole history of the 
Society. Every sick seaman, on presenting himself alongside, 
was immediately received without the necessity of any letter 
of recommendation, his own apparent condition being 
sufficient ground for admission. ‘ While other hospitals limited 
the period during which patients were permitted to remain in 
them, on board the Hospital Ship every seafarer was allowed to 
remain in a state of convalescence until he had completely 
regained his health and strength. 


The “ Grampus ” had 180 beds and in 1831, the Committee 
sanctioned an increase of Nurses from 6 to 9 “ together with 
a man for night duty who shall also undertake the work of 
barber.” The low ceilinged walls were ht by lamps burning 
whale oil and surgical operations were sometimes performed 
by candle hght. . 


In 1832, the “‘Grampus’”’ having become too small, the 
Admiralty replaced her with the “ Dreadnought.”’ This year 
was the most important one in the whole history of the 
Society, for under the will of Mr. John Lydekker, a member of 
Lloyds, his fleet of four vessels on returning from trading in 
the far East, were sold with their cargoes for the benefit of 
this Charity. The proceeds amounted to £55,000 which, in 
addition to making a permanent source of income, enabled the 
Hospital in the following year to obtain from Parliament its 
Act of Incorporation, 3° Gul. IV. cap. 9, under the title of 
the Seamen’s Hospital Society. 


In 1856 the “ Dreadnought ’’ was replaced by the 
“Caledonia ’’ which had been the favourite ship of Lor 
Exmouth. The “ Dreadnought”’ was by then so well known to 
all mariners that the honourable name was retained and it is 
by this title that the hospitals of the Society are still known 
the world over. 


In 1870, when the Governors of the Greenwich Hospital 
decided to send to their homes the remaining pensioners of the 
Royal Hospital, the use of the Infirmary Building was granted 
to the Society and on the 13th April, 1871, between the hours 
of eleven and one, the patients were removed from the decks 
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of the old Ship and the ‘‘ DREADNOUGHT ”’ came ashore. 
For the first time a Matron and a female Nursing Staff were 
appointed to attend the sick, and seven years later, probationers 
were admitted for training. 


During the next decade two Dispensaries, one in the East 
India Dock Road and one at Gravesend were opened as 
clearing stations for seamen arriving at outlying berths of the 
Port. 


In 1890 was opened the first branch Hospital at the 
juncture of the Royal Victoria and Albert Docks. This was 
the Albert Dock Hospital which, in 1935, was condemned as 
unsafe owing to soil subsidence. The NEW ALBERT DOCK 
HOSPITAL, erected on an adjoining site granted by the Port 
of London Authority, was opened on Trafalgar Day, 21st 
October, 1938, by H.M. Queen Mary. Its principal feature is 
a model Fracture Clinic and Rehabilitation Centre to which 
cases of injury occuring in any region of the Port are 
immediately conveyed by one of the Society’s motor ambulances. 


The first Albert Dock Hospital, in the heart of the central 
docks of the world’s greatest port, became the cradle of 
discoveries in medical science which have resulted in making 
habitable by white men thousands of square miles of the 
Earth’s surface, for it was the work-shop of the late Sir 
Patrick Manson, father of tropical medicine. In 1899 the 
London School of Tropical Medicine was founded and attached 
to the Albert Dock Hospital under the administration of the 
Society. In 1920, thanks to the generous co-operation of the 
British Red Cross Society, the tropical work of the Society 
was transferred to the HOSPITAL FOR TROPICAL 
DISEASES, Endsleigh Gardens, near Euston. Four years 
later, the School was merged in the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine. which has its own governing body. 


The ANGAS CONVALESCENT HOME at Cudham 
was the next branch to be established. In 1918 Mrs. L. G. 
Angas presented to the Society the house and grounds standing 
on the Kentish uplands above Orpington, so that the “ Dread- 
nought ”’ still has an “‘ upper deck ’’ where the sailor is able to 
regain that strength demanded by his arduous calling. 


Another activity which engaged the attention of the 
Society was the treatment of the sailor suffering from tubercle. 
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Being a wanderer often without fixed domicile, it was difficult 
for him to gain admission to a sanatorium, and in 1921, 
therefore, thanks to a fund collected by the late Earl of 
Inchcape, was built the KING GEORGE’S SANATORIUM 
FOR SAILORS at Bramshott Place, Liphook, Hampshire. 
To the original pavilion was later added a vita-glass ward and 
artificial sunlight unit thanks to the generosity of the officers 
and men of the Royal Navy. 


Earlier in its history the Society had been asked to 
provide for the needs of seamen arriving at the Tilbury Docks 
and in 1924 the small Passmore Edwards Hospital was handed 
over to the care of the Corporation. The number of availabie 
beds has been increased from 17 to 92 and a special feature of 
the TILBURY HOSPITAL is a separate pavilion for the care 
of native seamen who come in vessels from the far East. 


From 1928 to 1932 the Society tried to provide hospital 
treatment for seamen in a foreign port, but the change of 
economic conditions caused the closing of the QUEEN 
ALEXANDRA MEMORIAL HOSPITAL, MARSEILLES, 
FRANCE, after that date. It is now in occupation by the 
British Military Authorities. 


THE SAMARITAN FUND. 


In the days of the Hospital Ship, the privations to which 
patients were subject often necessitated the burning of their rags and they 
were then provided with new clothing and thus enabled to resume 
their avocations.s A SAMARITAN FUND was founded ‘‘for the 
occasional relief of objects in distress who had been in the care of 
the Committee.” 


Gifts of suits, warm underclothing, socks, mufflers and boots are 
still most thankfully received for distribution to seafarers on their 
discharge from Hospital. Donations to the Samaritan Fund enable 
the Committee to continue the charitable work of the Founders in 
providing seamen patients with surgical appliances, fares to their homes 
and small sums of money to tide them over the first few days after leaving 
hospital.

IS Royat Hicuness THE Duke oF KENT, presiding at the 
120th Annual Court of Governors of the Seamen’s Hospital 
Society, said: — 

“At this time, when the sailors of the Merchant Navy are facing 
so courageously the ruthless attacks of the enemy, it gives me 
great pleasure to be present at this annual general meeting, and to 
have the opportunity of saying something about the Society, in 
whose Hospitals is being continued the work begun well over a 
century ago. 


Although the Society’s Hospitals have to meet obliga- 
tions under the Minister of Health’s Emergency Hospital 
Scheme, they have not, as yet, withheld from any sailor 
the treatment he has needed. 


The patients include not only men from the United Kingdom 
and Northern Ireland, but seamen from India, from the Dominions, 
and from all the Colonies and parts of the British Empire overseas. 
And this is by no means all, because the Society’s Hospitals make 
a point of looking after the sailors of all nationalities whose vessels 
carry cargoes to and from our ports. 


In times of peace many of us were inclined perhaps to take 
for granted the skill and courage of the officers and crews of the 
Mercantile Marine, and to be unaware of the hardships that these 
men faced so that we might be clothed and fed, that our industries 
might be supplied with raw materials, and that our manufactured 
products might be carried all over the world. But now we can 
be under no misapprehension as to the vital importance of 
our Merchant Navy, nor under any illusion as to the 
hardships of life at sea, or to the perils to which our sailors 
are exposed from mines, bombs or torpedoes. 


It is in his hour of greatest need, when sick, injured 
or wounded, that the sailor turns to the Hospitals of the 
Seamen’s Hospital Society, and it is at such a time that 
every man and woman in this country, and every citizen 
of the British Commonwealth, should be not only ready, 
but eager to help him. 


I am sorry to hear that the task of the Committee of Manage- 
ment in administering its establishments in these difficult times is 
hampered by financial anxieties; this should not be. The welfare 
and comfort of husband, son and brother must, of course, make the 
first call upon you, but when those needs are satisfied you cannot 
do better than join those generous people who have already made 
special contributions to these sailors’ Hospitals in gratitude and 
admiration of the gallant service of the men of the Merchant Navy.”
